The American Medical Association (AMA) issued major changes to behavioral health CPT codes for dates of
service on and after Jan 1, 2013, impacting all provider types (psychiatrists, psychologists, clinical social
workers, marriage and family therapists) that provide CPT professional services in all states. Additional

The changes are effective Jan 1, 2013

The new CPT codes are mandatory; non-compliance is a HIPAA violation.

The switch to the new codes is based on the date of service, not the date the claim is submitted. For dates of
service prior to Jan. 1, 2013, you can bill with the old codes and the claim will pay.

The AMA does not allow for a transition period. Providers must bill with new CPT codes on Jan. 1, 2013 for
dates of service on or after Jan 1, 2013 or the claim will be denied.

Code changes impact all provider types.

Some of the CPT codes will remain the same. We have only highlighted CPT Codes that will impact the MHP
FFS providers.
